we desire that sense of self-reliance which has earned for. our 
country a lofty — ау! the very loftiest — name amongst the Em- 
pires of the World. We hallow and laud a spirit which has 
hitherto been fruitful of so much good —to which, in so large a 
degree, we owe our national excellence. But, after all, we have our 
treasure in earthen vessels. The very virtues we adore are close 
allies to our vices. ‘The good we do is often an engenderer of evil. 
In the path of life, nations, like the men of whom they are com- 
posed, walk the path that lies between deep waters. Tread where 
we will, a chasm yawns on either hand. This individuality, which 
has achieved for us во much— which so greatly is the source of 
our greatness — is itself the parent of our weakness. To us, it has 
prought forth good things indeed, but it has brought forth evil 
things likewise. It has, like Moses’s rod, made sweet water 
spring from the hardened rock; but it has also, like the prophet’s 
curse, made our waters bitter, like the waters of Marah. Yes! it 
is even this very spirit of individuality which has so palpably 
regenerated European society, recovered it from that slavishness 
which had been imposed on it by the force of Roman despotism— 
this spirit which made the citizen а man—which detached from the 
amalgation of human beings constituting the Roman empire, the 
integral portions of its body— this spirit of individuality by which

this very spirit it is that is the real author of that pervading sel- 
fishness which, with its ruinous consequences, we all have had so 
much occasion to deplore, and we ourselves so much reason to 
expose. Now, we desire to see counteracted the evil effects which 
have resulted from the operation of a principle which has itself 
eventuated in so much good. We wish for the principle it should

do us all its good, and that we should obviate all its harm. This 
can be done only by bringing Northumberland and Kent, Norfolk 
and Cornwall, Lincolnshire and Lancashire, into a more intimate 
and frequent communication. ‘To like one another the better, we 
must know one another the more. 

It is in this spirit we hail the extension of the railway system ;

EXECUTION ОЕ ZURBANO. 

Bayonne, Jan. 23, — The rumours which prevailed of Zurbano's 
escape into Portugal were spread by his friends, with a view to Jull 
the vigilance of the Government, and enable him to seize a favour- 
able moment of reaching this frontier. Supposing this moment 
arrived, it appears that, in company of his brother-in-law, Cayo 
Muro, he left his hiding-place, at a country house in the immediate 
neighbourhood of Lozrono,.and was immediately seized by the 
guards stationed on the road to arrest him, У 

The governor of Logrono, warned by the fate of his predecessor, 
General Oribe, would allow of no delay, but immediately placed his 

xisoner in capella, from which, at the end of twenty-four hours, 
was led out to the place of execution. I need not add that 
this renowned partisan met his death with the same indifference with 
which he would have inflicted it on his enemies. | It was asserted 
that Cayo Muro was arrested and shot at the same time as Zurbano's 
eldest son, Don Benito. This was a mistake, It was another 
brother-in-law, named Martinez, who suffered on that occasion, 
The officer who effected the capture of Zurbano was an old com- 
rade, known under the sobriquet of El Mayo (the Thunderbolt), 
The Jatter had been long in pursuit of him, having sworn to take 
him alive or dead. His brother-in-law, Cayo Muro, a major of 
cavalry, on half-pay, was shot’ dead in endeavouring to escape by a 
window. Zurbano was less fortunate, being taken prisoner. 

This renowned chief was the son of a peasant of Barean, а rural 
suburb of Logrono, who destined him for the ecclesiastical pro- 
fession, but the study of divinity proving distasteful to him he re. 
turned home and devoted himself to agriculture. He married very 
young, and hired a considerable farm at Barea, but the turbulence 
of his character rendering him unfit for this peaceful occupation he 
became a smuggler, and his enemies say arovber. The ill success 
of his pursuits, and consequent hardships, shortened the life of his 

outhful wife. He shortly afterwards married his present wi'e, 

Hermenegilda Martinez, “He continued his lawless life till the 
breaking out of the civil war; when, having placed himself at the 
head of a small band, under the protection of М. Pito Pizirro, he 
began those daring attacks upon the Catlists which led to his eleva. 
tion by Espartero to high rank in the Christino army, to the most 
important commands, and to the possession of great wealth, It is 
doubtful whether he was urged to the revolt which has cost himself 
and family so dear by his own rest'ess ambition, or by the per- 
secution of the Government, One fact tending to prove his out- 
break premeditated is, that the provincial regiment of Lozrono, part 
of which was in garrison at Irun at that date, showed such evidently 
seditious sentiments as to cause great tlouble to the governor of 


lrun, and proved thet it had been tampered wiih by the Progresista 
party. 


FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 

Francr, — The Paris journals are entirely occupied with the pro- 
ceedings in the Chamber of Deputies on the Pritchard indemnity, 
From all accounts the result is the general topic of conversation, and 
cannot fail to cause а strong sensation throughout the whole of 
France. ‘The Ministry have been saved from destruction by a ma- 
jority of only eight against an amendment which, if carried, must 

ave seriously compromised the relations between England and 
France. The Opposition, with Joud cries of exultation, claimed a 
decided victory, and without waiting for the divisions on the other 
paragraphs of the Address, left the house in a body. 

Reroxrep Ii.wess or Duke FERDINAND or Ѕлхк Cosunc.—The 
“ Augsburgh Gazette” says — “ Duke Ferdinand of Saxe Coburg, 
father of the King of Portugal, is so seriously ill that fears are en- 
tertained for his life. Couriers have been dispatched with this in- 
telligence to Paris and Lisbon for his sons, His youngest son, 
Prince Leopold, is the only member of the duke’s family left to 
watch over his sick bed.” . 

Mexico,—Procness or tHE Revotution, — The news from 
Mexico, which is later than that brought by Mr. Cushing, shows that 
the case of Santa Anna is hopeless. А revolution, perfectly blood- 
less, has been effected in the city of Mexico; the troops of Santa 
Anna, at the head of which was Canalizo, to the number of 2000, 
had shut themselves up in the palace, а decree signed by that officer 
for dissolving congress having been previously issued. ‘The senators 
and deputies met, protested against the decree, and denounced the 
government of Santa Anna, Sixty-five deputies, and all the sena- 
tors except four, signed the protest. In the meantime, the revolu- 
tionary movement was strengthened by the accession of the clergy 
and the Liberals, and at the head of the populace General Herrera 
forced the palace, seized, Canalizo and the leading personages 
attached to Santa Anna’s government, and on the day following, 
namely, the 7th of December, the new government, at the head of 
which is Herrera, was organised, and the names of the new cabinet 
were announced by proclamation. ‘According to the ‘* New Orleans 
Bee,” the new ministry is composed of the most able and honest men 
in the country. Around it are said to be arrayed all the wealth, 

ower, and influence of the republic. ‘These proceedings were fol- 
owed by great rejoicing, Messages of congratulation passed be- 
tween the two houses of Congress, and the new president received 
the congratulations of that body and оѓ. the leading citizens. Соп- 
gress had outlawed Santa Anna, who was still where the former 
accounts had left him, at Queretaro, The new government offers 
him no terms short of his paying the twelve millions of dollars which 
he is alleged to have squandered, ‘This movement, the United 
States papers seem to think, will strengthen, rather than otherwise, 
the public feeling in Mexico against the annexation of Texas to the 
American union, 

Тик Bnazits ann ENciann. — By the accounts from Rio, it ap- 
pears that our own;Government has authorised the Inglish Minister 
to announce to the Brazilian Government, that he has received full 
powers to negotiate another commercial treaty in the place of that 
which was fallowed to expire. 'Fhe Brazilian Government has met 
this announcement by the appointment of commissioners empowered 
to treat with him, The anti-English papers have already set up a 
loud outery against the renewal of the negotiations, but the Govern- 
ment papers answer them firmly, declaring that the Brazilian minis- 
ters are willing to negotiate, but that they are determined not to agree 
to any terms which will compromise either the dignity or the interests 
of the country. The meaning of this probably is, that they are de- 
termined not to allow any interference in their internal affairs, under 
the pretext of suppressing slavery, and to insist on something like an 
equality of dutics on Brazilian and British produce.

CAMBRIDGE. — CHILD FOUND IN Ремвкоке Cottece GARDEN, — 
An inquest was held on Thursday, at the Bell Inn, Cambridge, on 
the body of an infant found in the garden of Pembroke College. In 
the course of the evidence, the gardener, James Charles, after stating 
the part of the garden where he discovered the child, deposed as fol- 
lows: ==“ I went to that part of the garden іп consequence of dreams 
which I had on Saturday and Sunday night. I dreamt twice on 
Saturday night, and once on Sunday night, that Isaw a female throw 
a child over the college garden. I dreamt 1 was in the Tennis Court 
Road, and that she was there also.” А surgeon, who examined the 
body, gave it as his opinion that the child had been born alive. ‘The 
jury returned a verdict to the effect that the child was born alive, but 
there was no evidence to show how it came by its death, or how it 
was placed where found. 

Strate or Sussex.—Scarecly a night passes without a robbery of 
some description taking place. On Sunday morning last, at three 
o'clock, Charles Cowley, the private watchman appointed by the in- 
habitants of Portslade, near Brighton, was fired at out of a planta. 
tion belonging to Eardley Hall, Esq., the banker, who heard the re- 
port, and immediately arose, fearing the watchman had fallen by the 

ands of the midnight assassin. It appears Cowley’'s life has been 
threatened in consequence of his activity in apprehending and con- 
viction of part of a gang for burglary and fowl-stealing ; happily the 
shot did not take effect, but the darkness of the night enabled the 
assassin to escape. Оп Friday evening last the rectory at Cuckfield, 
near Brighton, was burglariously entered, and the thieves succeeded 
in obtaining a considerable booty in plate, money, jewels, watches, 
linan, and eatables, which, from the quantity, must have been 
removed by a horse and cart, It appears, on the examination of the 
police, that in every instance the same instrument, viz. a powerful 
centre-bit, has been used, which leaves no doubt of these robberies 
having been committed by the same gang.

The engine became detached from the tender, and did it no material 
injury. The engine, prior to the accident, was on the middle line of rails, inside 
the shed, with the fire-door towards the west, but when it fell to the ground, it 
alighted on the outside rails at a distance of twenty-two yards from its former 
position, with the fire-box end towards the east; having, in fact, turned a com- 

lete summerset in the ascent. The roof of the shed was cast into the air, and 

arge fragments of it were found at a considerable distance. The poor fellows 
who were under the engine were dreadfully mutilated, and both killed on the 
spot; and William Stone, one of the inspectors of the engines, was also killed. 
Four other men were seriously scalded: — James Neilson, dangerously ; John 
Wainwright, very much scalded and bruised ; John Hall, scalded and bruised; 
and another was also injured. The bodies of the deceased were taken to the 
Highland Laddie public-house, where they now await the coroner’s inquest. On 
examining the engine, it was not very much damaged, the whole of the working 
parts being uninjured, except the fire-box and the tubes immediately over it, 
which it is said 2507. will repair. The copper-plates and the fire-box, which 
appear to be rent asunder, are five-eighths thick, and of very good material. The 
engine was built by Mr. William Fairbairn, of Manchester, and was first put on 
the line in January, 1840, having been in use four years, during which time it has 
travelled a distance of 76,860 miles. ‘The cylinders are 14 inches diameter, and 
the stroke 18 inches long. It is а six-wheeled engine, the diameter of the 
driving-wheel being 5 feet б inches; the whole weighs 15} tons, and cost 143°. 
Both safety-valves аге, even now, in working condition; опе of them was pro- 
tected from being tampered with by апу one. The boiler is 3 feet 6} inches dia- 
meter, and 8 fect 5 inches long, with 103 tubes. The bodies of the three unfor- 
tunate men presented the appearance of Africans: they were burned quite black.

APPALLING MURDER AT BETHNAL GREEN. 


On Tuesday an intense degree of excitement prevailed in the neighbourhood 
of Bethnal Green, in consequence of a rumour that a young woman named 
Emma Whiter, twenty-one years of age, had been shot dead with a pistol, by a 
young man named James Tapping, who had for some time past been paying her 

is addresses ; and from a very early hour іп the morning the vicinity of Wore 
ship Street Police Court, at which the caso was expected to undergo investiga- 
tion, was densely thronged with persons of both sexes, anxious to catch a glimpse 
of the suspected murderer. Shortly before one o'clock the accused was brought 
to that court in a cab, in the custody of Sergeants Shaw and Backhouse, of the 
K division, and was placed at the bar before Mr. Bingham to answer the charge. 
The prisoner, who is a remarkably fine-made young man, about twenty-three 
years of age, upon entering the dock, which he did with a firm step, looked 
around him with a placid expression of countenance, and did not appear at all 
affected by the critical position in which he was placed. 

; The following witnesses were then called and examined in support of the 
charge : — 

Thomas Auvache, a weaver leaving in Manchester Street, Waterloo Town, 
Bethnal Green, stated that at a quarter before one o’clock that morning he was 

assing down a turning leading trom Sebright Street to South Conduit Street, 

ethnal Green, in company with a friend of his named Harvey, when he ob- 
served a smouldering fire, resembling lighted tinder, at the foot of a brick wall 
belonging to one of the houses. He instantly proceeded to the spot, when he 
discovered a young woman lying on her left side with her head resting against 
the wall. On looking closely at her, he observed that her face and person were 
deluged with blood, which was flowing copiously from a wound in the neck, and 
she had every appearance of being lifeless. Witness raised her from the ground 
and supported her in his arms, while Mr, Harvey ran to the top of the street, at 
which two young men were standing, to entreat their assistance for the dying 
woman, Witness then placed his hands beneath the arms of the Жез woman 
to further raise her, when he distinctly felt her heart beat, or rather heave, as 
though she were in convulsions ; the heaving ceased, and she dropped her head 
in a state of insensibility upon the witness's shoulder; and although he thought 
he saw her once open her eyes, she did not utter a word, and on the return of 
Mr. Harvey they together carried her beneath a gas-lamp, the part of the street 
where she was found being very dark, that they might have greater facility for 
rendering her “assistance. А policeman having now arrived and looked at the 
injured woman, he instantly pronounced her to be dead, and she was as quickly 
as possible conveyed to the Duke of Gloucester public-house adjoining, where a 
shutter was procured, on which she was removed to the London Hospital. Га 
answer toa question from the magistrate, the witness added that the smouldering 
fire he observed, when his attention was first attracted to the deceased, was one 
of the poor creature's bonnet-strings burning like a slow match. 

Sergeant Backhouse, 37 K, examined the spot where the young woman had 
been found by the first witness, and discovered a large pool of blood extending 
three yards in length down the pavement, in the midst of which he found a 
woman's patten, about eight or nine inches further on another patten, and about 
twelve inches beyond that a large-sized and well-finished pocket-pistol, with per- 
cussion lock, the hammer of which was down, and which had evidently been but 
very recently discharged, as it smelt very strongly of powder. About half-past 
two in the morning witness first saw the prisoner in the police-station ; he had 
then on, over the dress he now wore, a white apron, upon the right side of which 
Sergeant Shaw and the witness observed several spots of blood. On being called 
upon to furnish an explanation of these appearances, the prisoner replied, “ Oh, 
I didn’t know that there were any spots о! blood upon it, and if there are, I can’t 
account for them.” [The witness here produced the pistol, the two patrens, and 
the prisoner’s apron. ‘The former was such as the witness had described it — 
somewhat large for the pocket, and next in size to a duelling-pistol, T he latter 
was an ordinary workman's apron, and the spots of blood spoken of were plainly 
visible upon it. : 

Sergeant Shaw stated, that he had that morning been at the London Hospital, 

where he had seen the dead body of the murdered woman, On examining the 
upper portion of her person, he observed in the throat a small hole, which was 
verfectly black in appearance, and manifestly caused by the perforation of a bul- 
et, which must have been discharged into the deceased's neck from the side, as 
it had completely cut through the jugular vein. There was no corresponding 
orifice on the other side of the deceased’s throat, and from that circumstance the 
witness considered it evident that the ball must be etill lodged eitber in the young 
woman's throat or head. 

William Slater, а weaver, living in South Conduit {Street, Bethnal Green 
Road, stated that he had been well acquainted for some time past both with the 

risoner and the young woman he was accused of having murdered. At about 
anf twelve o'clock on the preceding night, on his return home, he was 
standing on the door-step of his father's house, where he lodged, when he saw 
the prisoner and the deceased walking together towards the upper end of the 
street. They appeared to be in conversation, and the prisoner паа one of his 
arms round the [оч woman's neck. Witness watched them in the same posi- 
tion as far as the first turning in the street, and then went up-stairs to bed. 
He had not been in his bedroom more than six or seven minutes, and had 
scarcely undressed himself, when he heard the loud report of a gun or pistol, 
sounding “ close at hand,” and of such extreme violence as to shake everything 
in the place. ‘The report was so alarming that he instantly hastened to both the 
front and the back window of the room, and looked into the street and garden, 
but was unable to discover anything, and therefore retired to rest, not imagining 
that such a tragical occurrence had taken place till he saw the роо1 of blood 
before spoken of on the next morning. 

William Whiter, the brother of the deceased, a respectable looking man, keep- 
ing a beer-shop in Brick Lane, Spitalfields, stated that at ten o'clock on пе ргы 
ceding night the prisoner, with whom he was acquainted, in consequence о his 
naying attentions to his sister, came to his house in the company of the deceased. 
The latter went into the back parlour, while the prisoner went into the taproom, 
and both remained in the house until twelve o’clock, when they left together. — 

Mr. Bingham: Did they appear to you to be on good terms with each other ¢ 

Witness: Yes, sir, perfectly во; І observed nothing to the contrary. 

Thomas Whiter, the father of the deceased, an elderly grey-headed man of re- 
spectable appearance, formerly a licensed victualler, but now а silk weaver, said 
he had applied to a policeman to take the prisoner into custody. Upon entering 
the kitchen of the prisoner’s house, in Mauchester Row, he found him seated at 
a table, with his head resting on his hands, and excessively pale. Witness asked 
him what he had done with his daughter, and the prisoner positively denied that 
he had either seen her that night or the night preceding. Witness then asked 
him if he knew anything of her ? and the prisoner answered in the same positive 
manner that he didnot. Witness, however, replied that that was very strange, 
and taxed him closely with a knowledge of his daughter; on which the prisoner 
recanted" all that he had previously said, and acknowledged that he had been 
in deceased's company up to half-past twelve o'clock at night, and that he had 
then parted from fer at the end of Mape Street, and that he knew nothing what. 
ever further about her. Witness was во satisfied of the falsehood of this declara- 
tion, that he determined upon giving him into custody, and having procured the 
сарана of two other policemen, the prisoner was u imately carried off to the 
station. 

Richard King, a tailor, living in Beckford Row, Bethnal Green, stated that he 
was acquainted with the prisoner, and that one night last week, but the wit- 
ness could not recollect which, he was in company with the prisoner in the 
Rising Sun public-house, in Waterloo Town, Bethnal Green, when a pistol 
similar in size and appearance to that produced by Sergeant Backhouse, and 
which, though he could not positively swear to its being the same, he had very 
little doubt was so, was handed about among the persons in the room. He did 
not, however, notice what ultimately became of the pistol upon that occasion, 
nor did he hear what remarks the prisoner made respecting it. At the termina- 
tion of each witness's examination, the magistrate asked the prisoner if he 
wished to put any questions, but was each time answered in a negative. There 
being no further evidence to produce, the magistrate then formally asked the 

risuner if he had any answer to make to the charge, and he replied in a hoarse 

alf-choked (о.е, * No, sir, 1 have not.” Мг, Bingham made no observations 
upon the case, and ordered the prisoner to be again brought up that day next 
week. ‘I'he prisoner throughout the first portion of the examination treated 
the charge with great confidence, if not positive lightness, but during the ex- 
amination of the witness Siater he entirely lost his self-possession, the muscles of 
his face worked with a convulsive twiten, and, rapidly turning his hat round 
between his fingers, he threw his head back and kept his eyes intently, but ap- 
parently unconsciously, fixed upon the magistrate, to watch the probable effect 
of the testimony. А ‹огопег'в inquest was afterwards held before Mr. Baker, at 
the London Hospital, upon the body, but adjourned, in order that а роз? mortem 
examination might be made, Ў 

The prisoner has acquired a somewhat unenviable notoriety in the district, 
having been several times in custody on charges of fraud and other offences. The 
last churge against him was that of having committed a number of frauds upon 
several poor tradesmen, by selling them bottles of what he represented to be oil, 
but which turned out to be water, covered with a very thin stratum of genuine 
oil, of which offence he was convicted at the Old Bailey, and sentenced to a year’s 
imprisonment. In consequence of his disgraceful enaracter and conduct, the 
family of the deceased had been strongly opposed to the connection between them, 
and had done all in their power to discourage it; but the poor girl, who was de- 
scribed to have been a remarkably fine young woman, had, unfortunately, formed 
such an infatuated attachment for the prisoner, that all their efforts to dissuade 
her from it were unhappily fruitless, 

А THE INQUEST. 

The same evening a jury was impanelled at the London Hospital, before Mr. 

Baker, to inquire into the circumstances attending the death. The Jury pro- 


ceeded to view the body of the deceased, who was а rémarkably good-looking 
young woman, and respectably attired. Her clothing and stockings were satu 
rated with blood, and her shawl had been burnt by the wadding. ‘There was a 

istol-ball wound in her throat, immediately below the left jaw, about two inches 
in an oblique direction from the left ear. The flesh round the wound was mu 
discoloured and scorched by the powder, as if the weapon ‘had been discharged 
close to her head. 

After hearing some evidence which presented no new fact beyond what is stated 
above, the coroner adjourned the: inquiry, giving directions for a post mortem 
examination to be made in the interim.

The beadle had done no more than his duty, and he (the coroner) wag 
bound, in every case where a person was found dead, whether rich or oor, { 
hold an inquest on the body. Mr. Ridding was here, at the desire of the jury, 
called upon to make a statement of what had tranipirod on the subject. He sald 
that, on Monday morning, he was sent for from the church, to go to Dr. Spry’s 
house, and on entering the room he found the rector, and Mr. Jonas Hall Pope, 
of Manchester Square. They both denounced his conduct in having given 
information to the coroner of the death of the Rev. Мг, Chapman, оп the 
ground that an inquest was unnecessary, and threatened to bring the subject 
before the vestry, with a view to his dismissal. А verdict of ‘* Natural Death ” 
having been recorded, considerable further discussion ensued, and the jury ulti- 
mately unanimously resolved to add the following to their verdict: It havin 
been ‘stated to the jury, at the inquest held on the body of the Rev, Richar 
Heury Chapman, at the Devonshire Arms, Devonshire Street, Marylebone, on 
Tuesday, Jan. 28. 1845, that the Rev. Dr. Spry had threatened to bring the con- 
duct of the beadle, Мг. Ridding, before the vestry, for his having ріуей notice 
to the coroner that the deceased gentleman had been found dead in his bed, thd 
jury cannot separate without expressing their surprise at such a threat being 
made, and their satisfaction at the conduct of the beadle, who would not, they 
consider, have discharged his duty had he omitted to send the information in 
question to the coroner.”

THE GREAT BRITAIN STEAM-SHIP. 

Thursday week being appointed for the sailing of the Great Britain from Bris- 
tol on her voyage to London, she got under way at seven o'clock ; but upon the 
anchor being weighed, it was found that it had fouled with the wreck of the 
Nora Creina schoouer, run down about six weeks since in Kingroad, a portion 
of the spars and rigging of which it brought up. Some delay in consequence 
ensued, and she went down at a reduced speed, and was abreast the Flat Holm 
at forty minutes past nine p.m., when the ship was put at an increased speed, the 
engines making fourteen revolutions per minute, the steam pressure being 4} lb. 
to the square inch. At five minutes past ten o'clock she slackened speed to 
adjust the bearings, and the vessel was kept at a reduced speed, until about 
midnight, by which time she was off the Naas Lights. When she got under 
way at Kingroad, it was blowing fresh from the S.S.W., which at three o'clock 
a.m., on Friday, had veered to the N.W., and increased toa gale with a heavy 
cross sea, with suala of rain during the night. It is scarcely possible for a 
vessel to have had a more favourable opportunity of testing her powers and ca- 
pabilities thanthe Great Britain had during the continuance of this gale, while 
on her passage from the Holms to the Land’s End, during the whole of which 
period the gale blew зо strongly, and with such a heavy sea, that not a single 
vessel, steam or sailing, was to be seen in the Channel, all having run for shelter. 
At ten o'clock a.m. the Great Britain was off Lundy Island, the gale continuing 
with the addition of the spring ebb, the wind being N.N. W., the ship steering 
W. by N., and making five and a half knots against the sea, with thirteen re- 
volutions of her engines. From her being very light, she rolled tremendously, 
but still very easily; and when about fifteen miles below the island at twenty 
minutes past twelve, she was struck by a tremendous sea upon the starboard 
bow, and at the same time being met on the larboard bow by another sea, the 
shock was dreadful, and for a moment brought her to a_stand-still. She in- 
stantly, however, “ lifted ” from the sea, and on examination it was found that 
three of her starboard bow’s bulls-eyes had been stove in with their frames; the 
diagonal bands of the forecastle Aras buckled, the woodwork started two inches 
upwards ; a§portion of her carved figue-head, and the carpenter’s work of the 
bulkhead carried away, and the iron sheathing of both starboard and larboard 
bows above decks ripped in two places. Notwithstanding this shock, she, how~ 
ever, still held on her way, and at twenty minutes past one p.m. Pentire Point 
bore 5. 1 E., distant about four leagues. At forty-five minutes past one p.m. 
she still breasted the gale, and made eight knots and a half with the engines 
making thirteen and a half revolutions, and having three spencers and stay- sails 
set. Athalf past five p.m. the weather began to moderate, when she had four 
spencers, jib, and square mainsail ‘set, the engine making fifteen гетиоцои, 
and the log giving nine knots and three quarters, the wind being N.N.W , anc 
the ship steering №. and by S.¢S. At ten minutes past six p.m. the Long- 
ships Light hove in view, and at forty-five minutes past eight p.m. itwas passed, 
and she rounded the Land’s End. In the opinion of highly scientific and able 
nautical persons on board, no other steamer could have done more than just make 
head against the gale with sucha sea as was running in the Channel. ‘The Great 
Western once was ina similar gale, and was off Lundy about the same hour of 
the day; she did not, however, lose sight of the island for the entire day, while 
the Great Britain, at her very worst, was doing four and three-quarter knots, 
and, as I have stated, succeeded in getting round the Land’s End, and, of course, 
into smoother water at forty-five minutes past eight the same evening, At forty 
minutes past ten p.m. she was off the Lizard Lights; her sails (having become 
useless) being furled; the engines were then ma! ing fifteen and three quarter 
revolutions, the vessel going through the water ten and a half knots; and at 
forty-five minutes past two a.m, of Saturday she passed the Eddystone, bearing 
N.N.E.}E. Ata quarter past five a.m. she was off the Start Point, making ten 
knots with fifteen revolutions of the engines, She continued her voyage up the 
Channel from ten to ten and a half knots, and at forty-five minutes past nine 
a.m., when off Portland, there being a light breeze from the westward, she set 
all her fore and aft sails with her matsails, and at forty-five minutes past 
twelve p.m. entered the Needles Channel, and passed Lymington at twenty 
minutes past one, making eleven and a half knots with sixteen revolutions. 
When off Cowes, at a quarter past two pm., she stopped for three minutes to 
land despatches. She continued on her way gallantly, and at ten minutes past 
three p.m. she passed her Majesty's ship Apollo at Spithead, fired a gun, and 
was loudly cheered by both officers and men, who crowded the decks of the 
Apollo. She continued her course, making an average speed of twelve statute 
miles throughout the day, and having rounded the South Foreland, came to an 
anchor іп the Downs at forty minutes past one a.m., Sunday morning, having 
риот, in twenty-eight hours and) fifty-five minutes, 320 nautical, or about 

statute, miles. 

Sunday, Jat 55 minutes past 7, the ship again got under way, and her progress 
through the Downs was watched by the crews of at least 100 vessels. The wind 
having shifted during the night to W.N.W., it was upon her beam until she 
entered the Queen's Channel. At 25 minutes past 8 a.m. sho was off Ramsgate, 
and at 55 minutes past 8 rounded the North Foreland. At this time the wind 
was blowing a heavy gale right a-head; she notwithstanding made 9} log, with 
16 revolutions, and passed the Nore at 30 minutesjpast 11 a m., where she was 
met by a large American ship, the Prince Albert, proceeding with emigrants to 
New York, who loudly cheered her as she passed them, At 30 minutes past 12 
she came up with the Water Witch, Hull steamer, a very fast vessel, and passed 
her in gallant style, having gained about five miles on her in an bour and a half. 
The Great Britain then proceeded up the river in the teeth of the severe gale, 
and threaded her way through the numerous craft that lay in the different 
reaches with the utmost facility. In Gravesend reach she came into collision 
with a collier brig, which was at the time, I was informed, dragging her anchor, 
and carried away her bowsprit, which, however, was only the least of a choice of 
evils, as she must otherwise have run down a sloop that was coming down the 
river, or plumped herself on shore. As she progressed up the river she was met 
by the Meteor and other river steamers, and was cheered by the passengers оп 
board of them, and the crews of all the vessels in the river, as well as by the 
many thousand spectators who lined the banks of the river at various places up 
to Woolwich and Blackwall. She reached Woolwich at half-past 3 0 clock Р.М. 
and immediately slackened her speed, after which she proceeded ata тойго 
rate to her moorings at Blackwall.

During the heavy gale the engines wero found to work uniformly, which would 
not have been the 266 with a paddle-fitted vessel, in pona E H the wheels 
being frequently plunged in the water up to their axes, at which time tho en- 
gines are as it were paralysed, and the next moment, in consequence of the water 
leaving the wheels, the engines fly off at a speed much beyond their usual rate of 
working, which not only requires very great attention in the engineers, but fre- 
quently, in spite of every precaution, causes considerable derangement of tho 
machinery. The uniformity with which the engines of screw propellers work 
is of more importance than it may seem (0 those who are not practically ac- 
quainted with the subject ; for when the engine of a paddle-vessel is reduced in 
its speed, the power, asa matter of course, is less in proportion ; and this deficiency 

enerally occurs in gales of wind when the greatest power is most required, it 
Бн well known tht a power, however great, applied at intervals is less effica- 
cious than when steadily and constantly applied, and this in some measure ac- 
counts for the Great Britain making #0 good а pas-age under such disadvan- 
tageous circumstances. Ап objection has been made to the screw propeller, that 
from its peculiar position so far aft it would, by the pitching of the ship, be sub- 
jected to a similar disadvantage to the paddle-wheel in being lifted out of the 
water. I therefore watched anxiously during the gale to see whether this would 
be so, and how far the statement was borne out in practice; and I found that at 
no time (even although you could see the fore foot of the vessel as she pitched) 
was the propeller out of the water, except about three or four feet of its upper 
part, which was only momentarily seen, This is fully confirmed by the engines 
never varying more than from а half to a whole stroke per minute. It has been 
fortunate that the Great Britain should have on her first trip of any length ех- 
perienced such boisterous weather, as it has completely tested the powers of the 
screw when applied to vessels of such magnitude; and Captain Hosken, whose 
experience of transatlantic navigation is very great, is of opinion that neither the 
Great Western, nor any of the royal mail boats, would have made so much head-

Aut fifteen miles north-west of Lisbon, 
in the province of Estremadura, is the popu- 
lous village of Cintra, at the base of a moun. 
tain whose summit is 1920 feet above the level 
of the sea; and upon this lofty eminence 
stands the convent of Nossa Senora de 
Pena, with which travellers in those’ parts 
are pretty well acquainted, not only from its 
antiquity and being a monument of many 
Portuguese historical events, but also from 
the varied grandeur and beauty of the sur- 
rounding scenery. Nor is this place ren- 
dered less remarkable by having been the 
port from which Christopher Columbus sailed 
on his eveutful ex loring voyage to a western 
world; and here it was that, after the battle 
of Vimiera, during the Peninsular war, the 
well-known convention between Sir Henry 
Dalrymple and the French general ( Keller- 
man) was concluded and signed ; by which it 
was stipulated that the French should eva- 
cuate Portugal with their arms (but leaving 
their magazines) to be transported to France 
їп British ships, having liberty previously to 
dispose of their private Ре erty. This con- 
vention caused much indignation in Ен: 
land, but we may infer from the fact of its 
having had the sanction of Sir Arthur Wel- 
lesley (the Duke of Wellington) that it was 
advisedly concluded. ‘The convent, though 
small in dimensions, is very rich in the 
minuteness of its architectural decorations 
in the true monastic style, and its cloisters 
are equal to any in the world. Some years 
ago, when found to be going to decay, great 
exertion was used, and considerable expense 
incurred, to arrest the ravages of time. The 
king himself lent his best aid, and great 
alterations and numerous improvements have 
been the result. А carriage road is now 
formed from the town below to the con- 
vent above. ‘The extensive lines and works 
of the adjojning Moorish fortifications 
have been cleared, and walled all round 
the remains of the old fortress. A small 
mosque has been discovered, and some 
Moorish remains have been found close to 
the remarkable Moorish cistern, or bath, It 
is of this place that Byron has given so vivid 
a description :— 

Lo! Cintra’s glorious Eden intervenes 

In variegated maze of mount and glen. 

Ah, me! what hand can pencil guide, or pen,

This is a tolerably accurate statement of the subservience of a 
large majority to the judgment of those they approve as leaders— 
a subservience prolific of consequences highly injurious to the 
substantial interests of the country.

We ask whether, the actual position of the productive classes 
being such as it is, Sır Robert Pret is prepared to propose for 
their relief any measure capable of restoring them to prosperity ?

What, in fact, ask all to whom the prosperity of the country 
is dear, what is the Minister abont to do?

Now can he, if he will, ap- 
prove himself the regenerator or restorer of his country. 

But the ambition of Sir Ropenr Peer is not so high vaulting. 
He is content to creep on to the end of the chapter in the same 
juggling fashion he has hitherto donc; postponing to the reign 
of his successor the determination of all great questions present- 
ing any real difficulty, and eluding embarrassments he is in- 
capable satisfactorily to dispose of, 

Now there are some special matters about which the country 
has aright to put some questions to Sır ROBERT PEEL, The 
anomalous condition of our working classes affords a subject, the 
successful treatment of which would exalt the statesman that 
should take it in hand. To us it seems that the redemption of 
labour from its cruel taskmaster would be a far more glorious and 
covetable thing than the gift of all that princes have it in their 
power to bestow. Borne down to the ground by the weight of 
an oppressive and unjust taxation — a taxation neither oppressive 
nor unjust in itself, but rendered s3 by а vicious monetary sys- 
tem, the labouring classes of this country;—- whose nerves and 
sinews constitute its trae strength—are enduring an amount of pri- 
vation singularly contrasted with the wealth and splendour of 
their monied fellow subjects. However repulsive to some people 
the consideration of this subject may be — however ignorant the 
majority of men may be of its bearings—men who would

it is asubject that must force its way—a question to which Cabinets 
will not for ever be able to evade answering; the question being, 
to state it shortly, simply this—Whether, through treating as 
wealth that which should be only the representative of wealth, 
the present depressed state of the labouring classes is to be con- 
tinued? Depend upon it that no minister, even if he preserve 
the heyday of his popularity—even if triumphant majorities dis- 
cover as concurring in his policy the two legislative chambers — 
even if in an extraordinary degree he possess the confidence and 
support of his sovereign—can for long resist the pressure gene- 
rated by these atrocious money laws, We may welljadmire, in- 
deed, that any such support should ever be accorded to the bul-

in love with his fetters though they be of gold.” 

It is given to the philosopher to trace phenomena, apparently 
distinct in their character, up to the operation of one law. The 
one cause is prolific of many results. 

The very law that moulds a tear 
And bids it trickle from its source, 


That law preserves the earth a sphere 
And guides the planets in their course. 


In judging of the effects of bad legislation, let us never 
forget that the mischief is larger than the objects who suffer 
first, upon whom the weight of the mischief is the most imme- 
diate, and its operation is first manifested. Other victims are 
there besides those at once immolated. Indeed, in every com- 
munity like ours, where the division of labour is carried so far — 
where every occupation has a class especially dedicated to its 
pursuit — where, in short, there is such a mutual dependence of 
interests, it is impossible that there can be an isolated case of 
suffering from bad laws, If you ruin your working men, you 
destroy the basis of your commonwealth; the Corinthian capitals 
of aristocracy will fall with the destruction of the foundation of 
the pillar, which they crowned and adorned. ‘This fact suggests 
grave reflections; and if it be shown, as we have shown more 
than once, that the necessary tendency of the present money laws 
is destructive of the industrial portions of the community, we 
need waste no logic in proving that they must at last, perforce, 
overthrow the wealthy and titled classes of society. 

Now, what will the Minister do? Will he be wise only after 
the event? Will he await that instruction from experience which 
the miner receives when he hears, too late to retreat, the rum- 
bling tokens of the forthcoming explosion, that is to shiver him 
to atoms? The excuse is not for Sır Rogent Peet, that he has 
not been advised of the effects of his measure of 1819. Не has 
been told of them, warned of them; and if he will darken the seeing 
eye, and close the understanding ear — be wilfully blind and ob- 
stinately deaf, all that can be said is, that the advent of Str 
Ronert PEEL to power must be accepted as a punishment fur- 
nished for some of those sins that nations occasionally — all too 
often, we fear — commit; and for which—just retribution — na- 
tions are fearfully scourged. 

As we have been forced, in considering the prospects of the 
session, to enter more fully than we had intended into the ques- 
tion of our monetary laws, we shall defer, until next week, further 
comment upon the admirable pamphlet, “ Тһе Labourer’s Pro- 
tection the Nation’s Remedy.” We hope, however, hereafter to 
do it full justice. As а temperate exposure of the evils under 
which we are toiling—~as a judicious statement of the means 
whereby such evils may be terminated, it is worthy of all laud. 

To return. Again we ask— What will the Minister do? Is 
industry to be protected, or are we to be doctored with the nos- 
trums of the free trade quacks prepared in Covent Garden 
Theatre, and to be had of every disrespectable agitator in the 
kingdom? Srn Ronerr Peer knows well enough that 


Corn rigs are bonny, 


and the farmers find out he knows it to their cost. ’Tis pleasant 
enough to see a dance where one has not to pay the piper. What 
is to be the game now? Is it to be spade and plough, or shuttle and 
loom? Who is the favourite? Is it Manchester or Norfolk ? 
We should be glad to be enlightened on these points — glad to 
know that the Minister has some plan — some plan to be pur- 
sued — some principle to be asserted —some end of national in- 
terest to be reached. Sick to the very heart are we of the stam- 
mering enunciation of truisms —the faltering policy, guided by a 
narrow expediency, which have been palmed off upon us of late 
as evidences of the most redoubtable statesmanship. 

Cunran said to GRATTAN, “ You would be the greatest man of 
your age, Grattan, if you would only buy a few yards of tape and 
tie up your papers.” Our Minister has got the tape, and ties up 
his papers —he has everything that Gratran wanted, but no- 
thing that Grarran had, A few years ago, a gentleman with re- 
markably fine legs, terminating in a pair of silver-steel skates, wag 
wont to present himself daily upon the frozen Serpentine. His 
skates were unexceptionable — his dress adapted to the sport — a 
little silver skate, pendent on a ribbon attached to his button-hole, 
proclaimed him a member of that celebrated club whose feats are 
known on the Neva, respected on the St. Lawrence, and famous 
on the canals that cut up Holland into strips. This gentleman was 
pronounced perfect by all who saw him; and perfect, indeed, he 
was — he could do everything but skate. Had he been able to 
do so, doubtless he would have been a good skater, The art of 
skating was the only thing he lacked to constitute him a skater, 
As it was, he earned for himself the title of legs et preterea nihil, 

Sır Rogert PEEL is, in our mind, in the predicament of this 
aspirant to skating honours. He would be a great statesman if 
he were a statesman at all. He has all the accessories — excel- 
lent official habits-—an intimate knowledge of the routine of 
business — plausible, if not graceful, manners — being, besides, 
respectable in his private character, exemplary in all domestic 
relations, cautious and clear-headed, with a due horror of commit- 
ting himself — he would be just the man to whose hands we should 
desire to see the resources of this country confided — that is, if 
he had the great requisites for directing them aright. 

Mr, JONATHAN OLDBUCK, of Monkbarns, might have been 
well qualified for a poet if he could only have made verses. Sin 
Ronert Peet only wants to be a statesman to become a most 
excellent minister. He appears to be ever in the wood — never 
knows his precise whereabouts — and consequently he disappoints 
everybody. The question is not—Who has he disappointed ? so 
much as, Who has he not? Turn east, west, north, and south, and 
echo will rejoin — who? The Protection Societies and the Anti- 
Corn-Law League — the Free Trader and his antithesis — the 
Church of England, the Church of Rome, and men of no church 
at all—the Chartist and the Тогу — the Conservative, Whig, 
and Radical —the “ Morning Chronicle” and the © Morning 
Post ” — he has disappointed them, every one of them. His con- 
tinuance in office is a strong proof of the subsidence of all political 
agitation in England—of the vis inertiæœ which roles’nredaminant in 


are stilled into a haleyon peace, 
And birds of calm sit brooding on the waves. 


But the first breath that shall ruffle the face of the waters will 
alarm him into a retreat. Never will he be able to “ bide” the 
“ blast.”

What, then, will the Minister do? Just what the Minister 
has usually done, and is best fitted for doing—nothing. His ac- 
tivity is mischievous, because it is regulated by no wisdom. It 1 
well that he should do nothing. 

The next session of Parliament may, however, in spite of the 
Minister, do something. Let the people send up their petitions 
demanding an inquiry into their real grievances. Let half the 
machinery which has been set in motion for the securing the ends 
of private ambition be employed for the public good, and 1845 will 
redeem all the past. But then men must be up and doing. We havé 
heard the money laws often enough denounced in words—it is 50 
easy to talk—but talking will never win the battle. "Tis no light 
matter this; the prosperity of England, the happiness of millions 
are involved in it. Let all, then, be labouring in this great work, 
and remember that, before resolute exertions, difficulties will 8000 
disappear. Slothful men only dream of lions in the way. If we 
press оп, а path amongst the hills will open to us ; and if it be out 
glory that our children suffer not as ourselves have done, depend 
upon it this age of ours will be an age of note in history, and all 
those who have been aiding in the great work will earn for them- 
selves a name that good men in succeeding generations “ will not 
willingly let die.” 


GUIZOT AND THE DEPUTIES.

The guano is fast disappearing, and our 
informant says that by the time the ships there ready to load will have been 
supplied there will be but little left.

The new steam schooner Senator, built of iron, and fitted with the Archi- 
medean screw, which left London on Saturday, the 18th instant, with a 
full cargo, arrived in Dublin on Thursday morning, having performed the pas- 
sage in five days, and encountered very severe weather during Sunday and 
Monday.

2 At half-past eight o'clock on Wednesday evening the President, Secretaries, 
апа Commission appointed to present the Address of the Chamber to the King, 
repaired to the Tuileries, accompanied by a vast number of the Conservative 
members. The King received them surrounded by his family, and attended by 
his Ministers, and delivered the following gracious. reply to the Address : — 
“ Messieurs the Deputies, 

“ I thank you for this loyal Address. It will contribute, with that force which 
attaches itselt to everything that emanat: в from you, to guard the future against 
the dangers which the blindness of passion too often draws upon the people. A 
mutual regard for justice and for peace presides over our relations with all 
foreign powers, and the agreement so happily and so honourably re-established 
between France and England attests the spirit of wisdom and of conciliatiou 
which animates the two Governments. ‘Thanks to your concurrence, to the 
support that you have lent my Government ! thanks tothe stability that the 
union of the powers has given to our institutions! our country, protected by 
Divine Providence, enjoys that always increasing prosperity which constitutes 
the glory of my reign, and, if I may Le permitted to say it, my personal consola- 
tion. And instead of seeing neighbouring nations fear that the force and power 
of France may be employed in the ravages of war or propagation of revolutionary 
anarchy, we have inspired them with just confidence — that our resources and 
our power shall be for them as for ourselves.a pledge of peace and security, 

“ I feel much touched with the sentiments that you have expressed towards 
my family and myself. Always devoted io our country, the happiness of my 
sons consists in being able to serve it; and their devotcdness, like mine, shall 
have no other limit but that of our existence.” 


— It is now quite certain that the Queen intends to 
open the ensuing session of Parliament, on Tuesday next, in person. The ne- 
cessary orders have been issued from the Lord Chamberlain's office for the occa- 
sion, and a number of workmen are busily employed in the House of Lords 
fitting up seats, and completing the usual preparations for the reception of her 
Majesty.

FRIGHTFUL MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


Y-sterday, shortly after eleven o'clock, the neighbourhood of Luke Street, 
Paul Street, Finsbury, was thrown into a state of the greatest excitement, when 
it became known that a man named Joseph Berry, a most respectable surgical 
instrument maker, had in the course of the night murdered his wife, and after- 
wards committed suicide, at his residence, No, 4.

On Thursday night, at ten o'clock, the wife went to bed, 
leaving her husband in the kitchen with h's son, who both retired to rest at 
eleven o'clock, This morning the son waited until ten o'clock for his parents to 
come down, when he became alarmed, and went up to their bedroom, and 
knocked several times for admittance, but in vain. On looking through the key- 
hole he was horrified at beholding blood running down the bed-clothes. He ran 
to his brother, who lived in the next house, and they both broke into the room, 
when, on turning down the bed-clothes, the awful spectacle of both their parents 
with their throats cut, and quite dead, presented itself to them. As yet no cause 
can be assigned, as the hus!:and was in full employment.

A melancholy occurrence took place at Limerick, on Sunday night, which was 
attended with loss of life to a considerable extent. A party assembled at a 
“ wake" in Change Lane, one of the poorest localities in the city, and the room 
in which the body was laid out was densely crowded.

Place contain not less than twenty families, comprising no less than 
ninety-two individuals — perfect bee-hives, from which the swarms 
issue to gather the wax and honey, most frequently appropriated to 
the uses of others, The addition of the new residences has, we be- 
lieve, brought down rents. The present population, including Leith, 
is about 160,000. 

Edinburgh is most romantic in its situation; not only has it lofty 
eminences within the city, but (except towards the north, where it 
slopes gradually down to the Frith of Forth) its neighbourhood dis- 
plays high hills and elevated ground. ‘The Calton Hill, on the east 
side of the city, rises 347 feet above the level of the sea. It is now 
encompassed with noble terraces of houses, but the unoccupied рог- 
tions still retain their beautiful verdure., Ол the south-east of the 
city are Arthur's Seat and Salisbury Crags, divided from each other 
by a deep ravine — the former 822 feet, the latter 547 feet above the 
level of the sea. Each lifts its head in abrupt grandeur, and the 
summits command extensive picturesque views. 

Edinburgh is a grateful and a proud city —grateful for being the 
birthplace of eminent men, and proud of the enlarged talent they 
displayed ; thus it abounds with memorials of the great and good, 
who gave a lustrous brightness to their native land. The Calton 


Hill presents many of these monuments to the memory of departed 
worth; among which is one to commemorate the achievements of 
the brave and illustrious Nelson, which, however, is not exactly cha- 
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racteristic of his naval fame, But it із поё alone the heroes of the 
fight that are thus remembered; the men of peace, whose philan- 
thropy endeared them to the social circle as well as all mankind, 
have == а record of their pilgrimage. Dugald Stewart and Pro- 
fessor Playfair are bron to mind by testimonies of affectionate 
regard. The Calton Hill, however, is now undergoing another 
change; tremendous explosions frequently take place, and violent 
eruptions immediately ensue; the villanous gun-powder has been 
called into operation to blast the peaceful rock, that King Steam 
may traverse the land with his gigantic strides, and the worthy citi- 
zens are apprised of the occurrence by the showers of shattered 
granite, that do something more than rattle against the windows, for 
they are compelled to answer bills of panes, with penalties if they are 
not paid. 

Nor was it possible that the great wizard, whose powers of enchant- 
ment carry us back from modern spectacles to visions of the pageantry 
and panoply of long since departed scenes and events, should be for- 
gotten. It is true that he has left an imperishable monument in his 
works, far beyond the designs of the sculptor or the skill of the archi- 
tect; but yet Edinburgh would not have been true to her own great- 
ness had ahi neglected the honour due to herself by not erecting a 
temple sacred to the name and to the memory of Walter Scott.

THE RUINS OF THE GREY FRIARS CHURCHES, EDINBURGH. 


We last week gave an account of the destruction of these edi- 
fices by fire, which was supposed to shave originated in one of the 
stoves, by the side of the pulpit, which had been heated to air the 
church previous to divine service, ‘The beadle attended upon them 
till half-past eight, when he went home to breakfast, putting on a 
few coals just before he left. ‘The two edifices were insured for 
40001. (20002, each) іп the following offices, namely, — Caledonian, 
20001. ; Friendly, 1000/, ; Hercules, 5004. ; and Insurance Company 
of Scotland, 5004.. The old Grey Friars Church stood on a spot 
once occupied by a monastery of the same name. An extensive 
cemetery surrounds it, where are many monuments recording the 
existence and demise of several celebrated characters of former days, 
Although this cemetery was probably used as such b the monks, it 
was not appropriated to receive the bodies of deceased citizens until 
the year 1561; and about 1612 the church called “ the Old Grey 
Friars” was built; the new one adjoining (now both in ashes) in 
1721, Most of the children maintained in the public hospitals of this 
City of the North sat in these churches, under the care of their re- 
spective instructors. In this churchyard are interred George Bu- 
chanan, the accomplished Latin poet and preceptor of James VI, ; 
Allan Ramsay, the Scotch poet; Principal Robertson, the historian ; 
Dr. Black, the distinguished chemist; Dr, Hugh Blair; and Colin 
Maclaurin. Principal Robertson was pastor of the Old Grey 
Friars many years. We have given a view of the church when in 
flames, ` 

The appearance which the relics continue to present (says the 
“ Edinburgh Evening’ Post”) is singularly impressive. The old 
Grey Friars, with its shrunk pillars and peeled arches, looks like 
а ruin which has withstood the winds and rains of a couple of сеп. 
turies, and one can scarcely believe that such a scene of desolation 
was the work of a few hours. The new Grey Friars, though less 
completely destroyed, has an appearance scarcely less affecting. The 
charred pulpit and pews, with the burned timbers of the roof scat- 
tered over thant; resemble the features of a friend, which, though 
lifeless and ghastly, can be recognised even in death.

* COURT ор CHANCERY, IN re Coampers's BANKRUPTCY. — Mr. Bagshawe

to have been given to him as a gratuity, after the relation of solicitor and client 
ceased; and he sought to have the delivery of that bond excluded from the 
Operation of the order, so that he might prove for itas a creditor against the 
estate of Chambers. Mr. Cray opposed the petition for Mr. Chambers, and ob- 
served that the whole question haying been argued and decided upon before, the 
petition was quite irregular in form, as the petitioner ought to have asked for a 
rehearing, His lordship concurred in thinking that the petition was irregular, 
He had а clear recollection of all the facts, and that he decided on them at the 
time.

For the purpose of such a case as this, Scotland wasas much a foreign 
couniry as France, and the authority of these cases was therefore directly in

— The Privy Council for Trade having had 
under consideration several representations addressed to them from 
the importers of vegetables, for the purpose of pickling for home 
consumption, requesting a continuance of the duty of 5l. per cent. 
ad valorem on raw vegetables not otherwise enumerated, preserved in 
salt and water, for the purpose of being pickled in this country, their 
loidships have authorised the Commissioners of Customs to make a 
reduction of duty on pickles preserved in vinegar, corresponding with 
that made last session on the importation of the article of vinegar 
itself, viz. from 1s. 6d. to 44, per gallon, and to levy upon vegetables 
preserved in salt the duty charged on cucumbers so preserved, viz, 
10 per cent. ad valorem. These applications have been made to the 
Board of Trade in consequence of an order issued by the Customs 
authorities some time since, that cauliflowers in salt and water were 
to be charged with duty, as “ pickles,” 6d. per gallon, and all vege- 
tables so imported to be charged accordingly, unless otherwise rated, 
such as citron, cucumbers, &c., the new tariff being so construed іп 
their regard in opposition to the practice previously observed with 
respect to the articles in question. 

‘Tue Sarr Нил, Мокре. — Мз, Tawell, the wife of the wretched 
man now in Aylesbury jail, accused of the murder of Sarah ( Hart) 
Laurence, has been peculiarly unfortunate іп both her marriages. 
Her first husband (Mr, Cutforth) was а respectable man, engaged 
largely in the silk trade, in which he had accumulated considerable 
property, and they lived in circumstances not merely of comfort but 
of affluence. Ву the failure of his banker, and several heavy losses 
in trade about the same time, he was ruined, and the effect upon his 
health and spirits was such as to undermine his constitution, and 
eventually to bring him to the grave. He left one daughter. To 
maintain herself and child, Mrs. Cutforth brought into exercise her 
talents, and opened a school for young ladies in Northampton Square, 
Clerkenwell. Success attended her laudable efforts. The body of 
Friends, of which she was an esteemed member, aided her in an at- 
tempt to extend her sphere of exertion, At the time she became ac- 
quainted with Mr. ‘Tawell, she was at the head of a considerable 
establishment, and had the daughters of several highly respectable 
Quaker families under her charge. The idea of a marriage with him 
was opposed by her most judicious friends. It, however, took place. 
‘They removed to Berkhampstead, near the church, to a large house, 
which Mr. Гаме furnished with considerable taste. It was their 
residence at the time he was apprehended on the charge of murder- 
ing his servant. | 

Arraro Destitution, — Оп Monday Mr. Mills held an in- 
quest at the Horse and Groom, King Street, Seven Dials, on the 
body of Joseph Hughes, aged eighty-two, formerly coachman to 
Lady Buckley. ‘The body, which lay in St. Giles’s workhouse, indi- 
cated traces of exhaustion and extreme physical suffering. Emanuel 
Phillips, deceased's landlord, stated, that in consequence of his com- 

laining last Wednesday, he went to his room the following day to 
inquire after him, when he found him stripped and stretched upon 
some rags, with his old coat over him. He was then dying. In an- 
other corner of the room lay, also upon rags, his idiotic wife, with no 
other covering but her usual dress. 'Гһеге was neither bed, bedding, 
or any species of furniture in the room. He had deceased removed 
to the workhouse, where he expired ten minutes after admission. Ја 
the course of the same evening deceased's wife was also taken to the 
workhouse. Mr, Bennett, house surgeon, gave it as his opinion that 
deceased's death was the result of age and destitution. He said that 
the widow, since her admission, had partially recovered her senses, 
and that her disease originated, no doubt, from a similar cause. ‘The 
inquest was adjourned, 

Dear FROM ALLEGED VioLtENce ar Newincron. — A long in- 

uiry took те on ‘Tuesday before Mr. Carter, at the Duke of 
Сее ‘Tavern, Union Row, Newington, respecting the death 
of Margaret Jones, aged fifty-three, who it was alieged had died 
from violence by her husband, who is now in custody. ‘lhe wit- 
nesses having repeated the same evidence adduced before the ma- 
gistrate of Lambeth Police Office, the coroner called Mr. Boddy, of 
Saville Row, one of the parochial surgeons, who a that he 
had made a post mortem examination of the body. ‘There were по 
external marks of violence, excepting the marks of a recent blister. 
The deceased had died from an effusion of lymph and water in the 
ventricles of the brain, which was the result of long-standing disease, 
and not at all attributable to any thing like injury. The state of 
the brain might arise from great mental excitement. ‘The jury re- 
turned a verdict of “ Death from natural causes.” 

On Tuesday Mr. Wakley held an inquest at the British Queen, 
Sussex Street, Tottenham Court Road, on the body of William 
Walker, aged seventy-two, a poordustman. Deceased lodged in a 
wretched room of a miserable hovel in Chenies Mews, for which, un- 
furnished, he paid 9з. a-week. ‘There lived with him, sharing his only 
bed, an aunt of his deceased wife, who died eight years ago, and this 
aunt was not only older than himself, but partly helpless and imbe- 
cile, Until within three weeks before his death, which occurred on 
the 20th instant, he had no work, ard gained a scanty livelihood for 
himself and aunt by selling in the stree.s shrimps and fruit. A sur- 
geon said he died of chronic disease of the lungs and heart, aygra- 
vated by exposure to cold and want of nourishing food. Verdict, 
“ Natural death.” 

Г повлвгк Quantity of Iron вкошдЕр ror тне New Lives, — 
It has been estimated that, out of the numerous railway bills coming 
before Parliament next month, there will be forty-five carried, or 
about one fifth of the present application, Taking these lines at an 
average length of Forty miles each, there will be 1800 miles of railway 
to be formed, commencing from the autumn of this year, and ex- 
tending over 1816; for though these will not be all completed at 
that period, the deticiency may be more than made up by the lines 
which were passed during last session, and which are now being 
formed, _ A yard of railway requires 280 Ibs. of rails, 98 Ibs. of cast- 
iron chairs, and about 70 lbs. of iron girders, making 4 cwt. per yard, 
or 352 tons per mile. In addition to this, it is pretty clearly аѕсег- 
tained that an equal amount of iron is required for each mile, in 
Waggons, Carriages, stations, engines, and locomotive establishments, 
&e. $ making 700 tons of iron for each mile, ог 1,240,000 tons for 
1800 miles of railways about to be constructed in this country, or, 
as nearly as possible, the whole make of iron in Great Britain for 
one year,

Iixtensive Use or Ortum.—Dr. Mitchell, one of the sub-com- 
missioners, reports that the medical witnesses examined by him state, 
that the infants and children are seldom brought to them ‘before they 
are benumbed and stupified with opiates; the usual preparation 
given being Godfrey's Cordial —a mixture of treacle and opium, 
known by the name of “comfort,” and an article in constant de- 
mand. А little girl will come to the chemist’s, and ask for a dose of 
it to give to the baby next day, telling him that her mother is going 
out to work. A respectable chemist stated ‘that he had made tw enty 
gallons of ‘comfort’ in the year: and that there were chemists who 
lived near the market-place, and more in the way of these country 
people, who made a good deal more.” ‘This evidence refers to the 
colliery districts; but it appears on the authority of other medical 
men, that the same practice prevails at Croydon in Surrey, and, by 
inference, in other non-manulacturing towns, Speaking of the dis- 
tricts of Nottingham, Derby, and Leicester, another sub-commis- 
sioner, Mr. Grainger, states, that the practice of administering opium 
to infants, which is very general in these districts, “is usually begun 
when the child is three or four weeks old.” But Mr. Brown, the 
coroner of Nottingham, states, “that he knows Godfrey's Cordial is 
given on the day of birth, and that even it is prepared in readiness 
Гог that event.”

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THE LATE FATAL EXPLOSION AT MANCHESTER. 

We offer our opinions on this subject with some diffidence, having 
had but slight opportunities of inspection or examination, As, 
however, the nature and probable causes of the accident must be in- 
quired into, and will no doubt be thoroughly investigated, we may 
venture to intimate what appears to us, from that hasty examination, 
to be the !probable course of the explosion, It certainly appears, 
from an examination of the copper roof of the fire-box, that it must 
have been red hot either at the time when the accident occurred, or 
at some former period, At all events, it has the appearance of 
having been burned, and there is also the further appearance of an old 
crack at the place where the fracture commenced. We cannot help 
thinking, too, that a space so large as eleven square feet of that sur- 
face exposed to such pressure as is ordinarily used in railway engines 
ought to have been protected by vertical siays from the roof of the 
Steam-chamber, The copper roof had been strengthened by cross- 
Stays; pieces of ігор, two inches thick in the middle, extending 
across it from side to side, and strongly bolted to the copper. These, 
though probably in themselves quite strong enough to resist the 
pressure, do not appear to us to have had any adequate abutments, 
inasmuch as they rested merely on the ейде of the sheet copper, 
forming the vertical part of the fire-box а support which, in our 
judgment, is not sufficient for the purpose. р 

On comparing the facts attending this accident with those of the 
fatal explosion on the South Eastern Railway, in December last, we 
find that the same part — namely, the top of the fire-box — gave way 
in both cases; and іп neither of them were there any vertical stays 
to connect that part with the top of the steam: chamber. In the en- 
gine which exploded on the South Eastern line the top of the fire- 
box was without stays of any kind, the maker having apparenily 
trusted to his hemispherical form to resist the pressure of the steam, 
We trust thit the case will undergo a very strict and close investiga. 
tion; and that, if additional stays are needed, they will be applied 
not only in engines hereafter to be made, but in those at present in 
use which may require them. —MJanchester Guardian,

Оркїна or Sranan Harzour. — An 
event took place on Monday at Seaham Har- 
bour, near. Sunderland, which will have ап 
important influence on the future prosperity 
of this thriving port. Seaham Harbour is a 
private port belonging to the Marquis of Lon- 
donderry, and was formed by the noble owner 
about sixteen years ago, for the shipment of 
the coals produced from the extensive col- 
lieries of his lordship in Durham. Since that 
time the traffic was increased во much, that a 
few years ago it was found necessary to form a 
second rge dock to the south of the original. 
This has also been found insufficient, and last 
ear measures were taken for the further en- 
argement of the north dock, which has 
recently been completed. The works are of 
a stupendous description, and have been of a 
most costly character, exceeding, perhaps, in 
magnitude and enterprise, all that have ever 
before been undertaken and accomplished by 
a private individual. ‘The whole has been ех. 
cavated from the solid rock, and has for seve- 
ral years given extensive employment to 
hundreds of individuals. Since the opening 
of the dock, the whole of Lord Londonderry’s 
coals, with trifling exceptions, have been 
shipped at Seaham; and on the winning о! 
the important collieries at South Hetton and 
Haswell, the coals produced there were also 
shipped in these docks, though subsequently a 
portion of the Haswell and South Hetton 
collieries have been shipped at Hartlepool and 
Sunderland, The great and important new 
winning at Murton, now working with five 
shafts (the largest colliery in the Durham coal 
fields), ships the whole of its produce at Sea- 
Һат ;;ап in a short time a new colliery, on an 
extensive scale, now sinking on the Seaham 
estate, will also add to the traffic of this now 
flourishing harbour, which, a few years ago, 
was a bleak rock on the coast, uninteresting in 
every point of view, and unlikely ever to be 
the bustling scene of such extensive enter- 
prise and commerce as have now been there 
permanently established. The enlargement 
of the north dock was completed on ‘Thursday 
week, when the water was admitted into it, 
and it was opened in the presence of the Mar- 
pais and Marchioness of Londonderry and a 
istinguished party; but Monday was fixed 
for the formal opening.
